The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Eireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
represented thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 678,256, are give in 
Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and 
for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :— be 

Twelve Town Districts, 16-0 and 16-6; Dublin Registration Area, 14:8 and 16:6; Dublin 
County Borough, 13:8 and 16-7; Cork, 17-0 and 17:0; Limerick, 14:9 and 20-0; and Waterford,

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,{ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000. Among 'the 11 deaths from all causes 
for Limerick were one from enteric fever and two from measles ; among the 8 deaths for Drogheda 
were one from measles and two from whooping-cough ; and two ‘of the 5 deaths for Tralee were from 
measles. r _ r.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 264—157 boys and 107 girls—and the deaths to 142—71] males and 71 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 16) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 14:8 per 1,000 


of the population. The rate for all deaths registered in the Area was 16+7.

In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 198—99 boys and 99 girls—and the deaths to 153—74 males and 79 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 16-7 per 1,000 
of the population. During the two weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 15:8 
and was 3.9 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916—25. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the two weeks was 17°4, and during the corresponding periods of the 
preceding ten years 21°1. 

Included in the 142 deaths appertaining to the Area are two from measles, three from scarlet fever, 
one from diphtheria, two from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from influenza. 
In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from measles were one, 2 and 0; deaths from scarlet fever were one, 
2 and one; deaths from diphtheria were one, 5 and 2; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years were one, 3 and one ; and deaths from influenza were 2, 3 and one. 

Tuberculous disease caused 19 deaths (14 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from. 
tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 11, 18 and 4 from all 
forms of tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Thirteen deaths were caused by cancer, and 15 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 11 deaths from pneumonia, comprising one from broncho-pneumonia, 6 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 13 deaths. 

Five accidental deaths were registered, of which one (that of a child aged 2 years) was caused by 
burns, one (also of a child aged 2 years) by scalds, one by drowning and one by a motor vehicle. There 
was also one death by homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to diphtheria, 2 were due to convulsions, 
one to bronchitis, one to pneumonia, 2 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 5 to premature birth, 2 to congenital 
malformation, and one to congenital debility. 

Twenty-four of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 17 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month 
old, and 43 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 37 were 70 years.

The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstaét Hireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
represented thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 678,256, are given in 
Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and 
for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :— 

Twelve Town Districts, 16-3 and 16-5; Dublin Registration Area, 16:5 and 17:0; Dublin 
County Borough, 16-6 and 17-2; Cork, 15:6 and 12-8; Limerick, 23-0 and 21-7; and Waterford, 
11-4 and 10-5. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 23 deaths from all causes 
for Cork were one from whooping cough and one from gastro-enteritis of a child under 2 years ; one of 
the 2 deaths for Dundalk, and one of the 5 deaths for Drogheda were from measles; and 
included in the 7 deaths for Tralee were 5 from measles and one from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 214—110 boys and 104 girls—and the deaths to 156—75 males and 81 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 16) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 16-5 per 1,000 
of the population. During the nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 16-4 
and was 4°9 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916—25. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the nine weeks was 18°2, and during the corresponding periods of 
the preceding ten years 22°9. 

Included in the 140 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from enteric fever, one from measles, 
3 from diphtheria, 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from influenza.

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TWELVE TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Hireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
represented thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 678,256, are given in 
Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and 
for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :— 

Twelve Town Districts, 15-2 and 15:5; Dublin Registration Area, 14-4 and 14°5; Dublin 
County Borough, 15-2 and 14-9; Cork, 21:1 and 22-0; Limerick, 14-9 and 18-6; and Waterford, 
13-3 and 14-7. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 1-5 per 1,C00. One of the 31 deaths from all causes 
for Cork was from scarlet fever, 2 were from whooping-cough, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of a child under 2 years; of the 11 deaths for Limerick one was from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
a child under 2 years; and of the 7 deaths for Waterford 3 were from measles, and one from 


scarlet fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 

In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 230—114 boys and 116 girls—and the deaths to 131—70 males and 61 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality oi 14:4 per 1,000 
of the population. During the nineteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15-6 and was 5°9 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for all deaths registered during the nineteen weeks was 17°3, and during the corresponding 
period oi the preceding ten years 2372. 

Included in the 122 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from typhus fever, 3 from measles, 
one from diphtheria, 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 2 from influenza. 
In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles were one, 2 and one ; deaths from diphtheria were 
one, 0 and 2; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 2, 3 and one, 
and deaths from influenza were one, 3 and 2. There were no deaths from typhus registered in the 
three preceding weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 13 deaths (9 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 4 from 
other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 19, 17, and 13 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, and 20 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 4 deaths from pneumonia, comprising one from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia and 2 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 15 deaths. 

One accidental death due to burns was registered, and there was also one death by suicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to meningitis, one to convulsions, one 
to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, 4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 3 to premature birth, and 
2 to congenital debility. ; res y 

Twenty-three of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 14 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month 
old, and 42 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 31 were 70 years

Of the 122 deaths recorded, 58 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 15th May in 105 large English towns 
(including London, in which the rate was 10:3) was equal to an average annual death-rate ‘of 11-4 


per 1,000 of the estimated civil population. 
The average death-rate for Glasgow was 14°6, and for Edinburgh 13°1 per 1000 persons

TWELVE TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Hireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
represented thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 678,256, are given in 
Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and. 
for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :— 

Twelve Town Districts, 15-5 and 15-4; Dublin Registration Area, 15-5 and 14:6; Dublin 
County Borough, 16-3 and 15-3; Cork, 16-3 and 19-9; Limerick, 21-7 and 20-0; and Waterford, 
13-3 and 14-7. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,C00. ‘'wo of the 24 deaths from all causes 


_ for Cork were from whooping-cough, and 3 were from influenza ; included in the 16 deaths for Limerick 


were one from enteric fever and 5 from influenza ; while one of the 7 deaths for Waterford and 2 of 
the 3 deaths for Kilkenny were from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 236—117 boys and 119 girls—and the deaths to 151—73 males and 78 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 19) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-5 per 1,000 
of the population. During the twenty weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15:6 and was 5°7 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for all deaths registered during the twenty weeks was 17°3, and during the corresponding 
period o. the preceding ten years 23°1. 

Ti.vluded in the 132 deaths appertaining to the Area are 3 from measles, one from whooping- 
cough and 3 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years. In the three preceding weeks 
deaths from measles were 2, one and 3: deaths from whooping-cough were 2, one and 0; deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 3, one and 5. 

Tuberculous disease caused 15 deaths (11 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 4 from 
other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 17, 13, and 13 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Four deaths were caused by cancer, and 20 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 12 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from 


“lobar pneumonia and 4 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 16 deaths. 


Two accidental deaths were registered, one of which was caused by a motor vehicle. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to measles, one to convulsions, 2 to 
bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, 3 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 8 to premature birth, 3 to 
congenital malformation and 5 to congenital debility. 

“Thirty-eight of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 25 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month 
old, and 36 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 26 were 70 years 


of age or over. : } byt WE De 
Of the 132 deaths recorded, 46 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND, 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 22nd May in 105 large English towns 
(including London, in which the rate was 11:4) was equal to an average annual death-rate of 12-0 
per 1,000 of the estimated civil population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 14°5 per 1000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 14°2, and for Edinburgh 1376.

TWELVE TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Hireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
represented thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 678,256, are given in 
Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and 
for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :— 

Twelve Town Districts, 14:3 and 15:0; Dublin Registration Area, 12:6 and 13-°8; Dublin 
County Borough, 11-8 and 14-1; Cork, 20-4 and 20:4; Limerick, 23-0 and 21-3; and Waterford, 
19-0 and 15-7. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,t recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,C00. Two of the 30 deaths from all causes 
for Cork were from whooping-cough ; included in the 17 deaths for Limerick were one from measles and 
one from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years; while 4 of the 10 deaths for Waterford and 
one of the 3 deaths for Clonmel were from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 175—92 boys and 83 girls—and the deaths to 117—61 males and 56 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 12-6 per 1,000 
of the population. During the twenty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15-4 and was 5°7 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for ail deaths registered during the twenty-one weeks was 17°1, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 22°8. 

Included in the 107 deaths appertaining to the Area are 3 from diphtheria, one from diarrhea 
and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and 3 from influenza. In the three preceding weeks deaths 
from diphtheria were 2, one and 0; deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
were one, 5 and 3; and deaths from influenza were 2, 2 and 0. 

One death from cerebro-spinal meningitis was registered. 

Tuberculous disease caused 14 deaths (12 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from general tuberculosis) as against 13, 13, and 15 from all forms of 
tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, and 13 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 9 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 4 from broncho-pneumonia, and 5 from 
pneumonia, (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 14 deaths. 

Three accidental deaths were registered, one of which was caused by drowning and one by a 
motor vehicle, and there was also one death by suicide, 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to diphtheria, one to cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, 2 to pneumonia, one to broncho-pneumonia, one to diarrhoea and enteritis, 3 to premature 
birth, and 4 to congenital debility.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 12-9 per 1,000 
of the population. During the twenty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged

The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas: of Saorstat Kireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
represented thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 678,256, are given in 
Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and 
for the past. four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :— 

Twelve Town Districts, 12-5 and 13:7; Dublin. Registration Area, 11-3 and 13:4; Dublin 
County Borough, 11-8 and 13-7; Cork, 13-6 and 14:6; Limerick, 19-0 and 15-6; and Waterford, 
19-0 and 20-0. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 1:0 per 1,C00. One of the 20 deaths from all causes 
for Cork was from whooping-cough and 3 of the {0 deaths for Waterford and one of 5 deaths for 


Kilkenny, were from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 296—159 boys and 137 girls—and the deaths to 103—52 males and 51 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 11-3 per 1,000 
of the population. During the twenty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15-1 and was 5°0 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for ail deaths registered during the twenty-five weeks was 16°7, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 21°8. 

Included in the 96 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from measles, one from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 5 from influenza. In 
the three preceding weeks deaths from measles were one, one and 0; deaths from diphtheria were 3, 0, 
and 0; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 0, 3, and 3; and deaths from 
influenza were 2, 5, and 4; there were no deaths from whooping cough in the 3 preceding weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 9 deaths (7 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from tuberculosis of joints) as against 19, 23, and 17 from all forms 
of tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, and 11 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 12 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 5 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused’ 5 deaths. 

Two accidental deaths were registered (one of which that of a child aged 2 years and 4 months) 
was due to scalds. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, 4 to convulsions, 
one to diarrhoea and enteritis, 3 to premature birth, one to congenita! malformation, and one to 
congenital debility. 

Twenty-five of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 12 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old, and 30 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 22 were 70 years

There was one death by suicide registered.

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TWELVE TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstdét Mireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
represented thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 678,256, are given in 
Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and 
for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :-— 

Twelve Town Districts,11:5 and 12:2; Dublin Registration Area, 11-5 and 12-6; Dublin 
County Borough, 11-5 and 12-1; Cork, 11-6 and 11°6; Limerick, 9-5 and 8+2; and Waterford, 
13-3 and 13-3. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,C00. Among the 17 deaths from all causes 
for Cork were one from diphtheria and one from gastro-enteritis of a child under 2 years : one of the 
7 deaths for Waterford was from whooping-cough ; and the single death recorded for Clonmel was from 


measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 234—118 boys and 116 girls—and the deaths to 109—49 males and 60 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 11-5 per 1,000 
of the population. During the twenty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
14:7 and was 4°7 below the mean rate tor the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for vil deaths registered during the twenty-nine weeks was 16°4, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years yA Neo 

Included in the 98 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, and 
5 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from influenza. In the three 
preceding weeks deaths from measles were 2, 0 and 2 ; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 0 and | ; deaths 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 4, 4 and 9; and deaths from influenza were 
4, 4 and 0. 

One death from epidemic rose rash was registered. 

Tuberculous disease caused 15 deaths (12 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 3 
from other forms of tuberculous disease),'as against 15, 16, and 9 from all forms of tuberculosis in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Th'rteen deaths were caused by cancer, and 18 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 6 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 5 from broncho-pneumonia, and one from 
pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 3 deaths. 

One accidental death, caused by a motor vehicle, was registered. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 4 were due to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 5 to 
diarrhoea and enteritis, 4 to premature birth. and one to congenital debility. 

Twenty-four of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 15 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 29 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 22 were 70 years 


of age or over. 
Of the 98 deaths recorded, 50 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 24th July in 105 large English towns 
(including London, in which the rate was 8-0) was equal to an average annual death-rate of 8-6 
per 1,000 of the estimated civil population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 11°8 per 1000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 13°3, and for Edinburgh 9°2.

TWELVE TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Hireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
represented thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 678,256, are given in 
Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and 
for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :— 

Twelve Town Districts,14-5 and 12:6; Dublin Registration Area, 14-6 and 12:9; Dublin 
County Borough, 15-2 and 12-9; Cork, 15-0 and 11-6; Limerick, 16-2 and 9-9; and Waterford, 
3°8 and ~ 11-9. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 1-8 per 1,000. Among the 22 deaths from all causes 
for Cork was one from whooping-cough ; 2 of the 12 deaths for Limerick were from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years ; one of the 6 deaths for Drogheda was from diphtheria ; and included 
in the 9 deaths recorded for Kilkenny was one from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 227—119 boys and 108 girls—and the deaths to 134—76 males and 58 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 14-6 per 1,000 
of the population. During the thirty weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
14:7 and was 4°5 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for all deaths registered during the thirty weeks was 16°4, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 20°9. 

Included in the 124 deaths appertaining to the Area are 4 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 
2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 11 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 
2 years, and one from influenza. In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles were 0, 2 and 2 ; 
deaths from scarlet fever were 0, one and 2; deaths from whooping-cough were one, 0 and 0 ; deaths 
from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 4, 9 and 5; and deaths from influenza were 
4,0 and one. ‘There were no deaths from diphtheria in the three preceeding weeks. 

One death from encephalitis lethargica and 2 from epidemic rose rash were registered. 

Tuberculous disease caused 7 deaths (3 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 


tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 16, 9, and 15 from 


all forms of tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Eleven deaths were caused by cancer, and 12 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 9 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 5 deaths. 

. Four accidental deaths, one of which was caused by drowning, and 2 by motor vehicles, were 
registered. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to measles, one to whooping cough, one 
to influenza, 2 to meningitis, one to convulsions, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, it to 
diarrhoea and enteritis, 5 to premature birth, 2 to congenital malformation, and 4 to congenital 
debility. ae 

Forty-six of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 35 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 26 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 20 were 70 years 


of age or over. oe Sas 
Of the 124 deaths recorded, 63 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 3lst J uly in 105 large English towns 
(including London, in which the rate was 9-3) was equal to an average annual death-rate of 8-9 
per 1,000 of the estimated civil population. * 
The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 10°4 per 1000 persons living. 
the rate for Glasgow being 10°0, and for Edinburgh 11°5.

TWELVE TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Hireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population, 
which, according to the Census of 1926 (Preliminary Report) is 657,768, are given in Table I. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past 
four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Town Districts,12-8 and 14:6; Dublin Registration Area, 11-6 and 13-5; Dublin 
County Borough, 13-0 and 14-2; Cork, 18-6 and 20-9; Limerick, 18-4 and 19-1; and Waterford, 
11-7 and 14-2. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,C00. The 28 deaths from all causes for 
Cork included 5 from measles, and 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 228—119 boys and 109 girls—and the deaths to 111—61 males and 50 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 18) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 11-6 per 1,000 
of the population. During the thirty-eight weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15-2 and was 3°3 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. ~ 
The rate for all deaths registered during the thirty-eight weeks was 16°9, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 20°1. 

Included in the 93 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from enteric fever, one from scarlet 
fever, 2 from diphtheria, and 12 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 
In. the three preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever were VU, 0 and one ; deaths from scarlet fever 
were 0, 2 and one ; deaths from diphtheria were 0, 0 and one ; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years were 19, 17 and 23. 

Tuberculous disease caused 15 deaths (12 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculosis of joints, and 2 from general tuberculosis) as against 14, 7 and 6 from all forms of 
tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, and 10 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 5 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 3 from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from 
pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 

One accidental death, caused by a motor vehicle, was registered. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to syphilis, and one to meningitis, 
3 were due to convulsions, 11 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 3 to premature birth, and 6 to congenital 
debility. 

Thirty-two of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 25 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month 
old, and 20 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 11! were 70 years 
of age or over. 

Of the 93 deaths recorded, 47 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 25th September in 105 large English towns 
(including London, in which the rate was 9-3) was equal to an average annual death-rate of 9-4 
per 1,000 of the estimated civil population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 12°0 per 1000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 11°3, and for Edinburgh 12°3.

The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Kireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population, 
which, according to the Census of 1926 (Preliminary Report) is 657,768, are given in Table I. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past 
four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Town Districts, 14-2 and 14:5; Dublin Registration Area, 13-2 and 13:7; Dublin 
County Borough, 14-3 and 14-3: Cork. 23-3 and 20-8; Limerick, 11-8 and 14:5; and Waterford, 
13-7 and: 16-1. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 2-5 per 1,000. The 35 deaths from all causes for 
Cork included 2 from measles, one from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria and 5 from diarrhcea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years ; and one of the 8 deaths for Drogheda was from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 333—170 boys and 163 girls—and the deaths to 126—67 males and 59 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering £0) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 13-2 per 1,000: 
of the population. During the thirty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15-2 and was 3°2 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for all deaths registered during the thirty-nine weeks was 16°9, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 20°0. 

Included in the 106 deaths appertaining to the Area are 3 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 
one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 13 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 
2 years. In the three preceding weeks deaths from scarlet fever were 2, one and one ; deaths from 
whooping-cough were one, 2 and 0; deaths from diphtheria were 0, one and 2; and deaths from ~ 
diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 17, 23 and 12. There were no deaths from 
measles in the three preceding weeks. 

Cne death from cerebro-spinal meningitis was registered. 

Tuberculous disease caused 12 deaths (7 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis and one from tuberculosis of the spine) as against 7, 6 and 15 from all 
forms of tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, and 9 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 5 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar 
pneumonia and one from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 6 deaths. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to measles, and one to syphilis, 
3 were due to convulsions, one to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 11 to 
diarrhcea and enteritis, 3 to premature birth. and 5 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-eight of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 28 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old, and 24 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 19 were 70 years 
of age or over. 

Of the 106 deaths recorded, 49 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 2nd October in 105 large English towns 
(including London; in which the rate was 9-6) was equal to an average annual death-rate of 10-0 
per 1,000 of the estimated civil population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 11°7 per 1000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 13°0, and for Edinburgh 9°7.

The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Eireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population, 
which, according to the Census of 1926 (Preliminary Report) is 657,768, are given in Table I. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past 
four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Town Districts, 14:7 and 14:6; Dublin Registration Area, 13-6 and 13-8; Dublin 
County Borough, 14-8 and 14:6; Cork, 19-9 and 20-3; Limerick, 25-0 and 16:8; and Waterford, 
15:7 and 16-6. . 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 2-7 per 1,000. The 30 deaths from all causes for 
Cork included 7 from measles, one from diphtheria and 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years; and among the 19 deaths for Limerick were one from scarlet fever and one from 
diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 237—128 boys and 109 girls—and the deaths to 120—97 males and 63 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted. into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 13-6 per 1,000 
of the population. During the forty weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15-1 and was 3°2 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for ail deaths registered during the forty weeks was 16°9, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 19°9. 

Included in the 109 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from whooping-cough, 3 from 
diphtheria, 14 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years and one from influenza. 
In the three preceding weeks deaths from whooping-cough were 2, 0 and one ; deaths from diphtheria 
were one, 2 and one; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 23, 12 
and 13; and deaths from influenza were one, 0 and 0. 

Tuberculous disease caused 10-deaths (8 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
intestinal tuberculosis and one from general tuberculosis) as against 6, 15 and 12 from all forms 
of tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, and 14 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 8 from bronchitis. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. : 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, one to specific 
disease, one to meningitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, 13 to diarrhoea and enteritis, one to premature 
birth, one to congenital malformation and 7 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-five of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those . of 
children under 5 years of age, 29 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 27 deeths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 22 were 70 years 
of age or over.

TWELVE TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Hireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population 
which, according to the Census of 1926 (Preliminary Report) is 657,768, are given in Table I. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past 
four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Town Districts, 16-0 and 14:9; Dublin Registration Area, 14:1 and 13-9; Dublin 
County Borough, 14:7 and 14-7; Cork, 20-6 and 21-4; Limerick, 30-2 and 18-1; and Waterford 
13:7 and 12-7. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,t recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 

_. during last week were equal to an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000. The 31 deaths from all causes for 
Cork included one from enteric fever, 8 from measles} 2 from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhcea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years ; one of the 23 deaths for Limerick was from enteric fever and 4 
were from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years ; and of the 2 deaths for Drogheda one 
was from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


; In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 

t amounted to 180—95 boys and 85 girls—and the deaths to 124—56 males and 68 femalés. 

; The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 14-1 per 1,000 
of the population. During the forty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15:1 and was-3°1 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-26. 

_ The rate for all deaths registered during the forty-two weeks was 16°8, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 19°8. 

Included in the 113 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from enteric fever, one from measles, 
one from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, and 6 from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years. In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles were 3, 0 and 0; deaths 
from scarlet fever were one, 0 and 0; deaths from whooping-cough were one, one, and 2 ; deaths from 
diphtheria were one, 3, and 3; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 
13, 14.and 12. There were no deaths from enteric fever in the three preceding weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 11 deaths (9 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
abdominal tuberculosis and one from general tuberculosis) as against 12, 10 and 15 from all forms 
of tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Twelve deaths were caused by cancer, and 14 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 7 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 4 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar 
pneumonia and one from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 6 deaths. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, one to diphtheria, 
one to tuberculosis, 4 to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 3 to broncho-pneumonia, 6 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, 5 to premature birth, one to congenital malformation and 5 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-eight of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 29 being infants under one year, of whom {1 were under one month 
old, and 33 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 25 were 70 years 
of age or over. ' 

Of the 113 deaths recorded, 47 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstét Hireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population, 
which, according to the Census of 1926 (Preliminary Report) is 657,768, are given in Table I. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past 
four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Town Districts,18:5 and 15-9, Dublin Registration Area, 18-0 and 15-1; Dublin 
County Borough, 19-1 and 15:9 ; Cork, 27-2 and 22°4; Limerick, !4°5 and 18°8; and Waterford, 
19-6 and 14-2. ' 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000.

The rate for a!l deaths registered during the forty-three weeks was 16°9, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 19°8. 

Included in the 145 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, and 9 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children. under 2 years. In the three preceding 
weeks deaths from whooping-cough were one, 2 and 3; deaths from diphtheria were 3, 3, and 3; and 
deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 14, 12 and 6. 

One death from encephalitis lethargica was registered. 

Tuberculous disease caused 18 deaths (12 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis and 3 from abdominal tuberculosis) as against 10, 15 and 11 from all forms 
of tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, and 22 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 11 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar 
pneumonia and one from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 16 deaths. 

Two accidental deaths, one of which was caused by a motor vehicle, were registered. 

’ Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to tabes mesenterica, one to syphilis, 
one to meningitis, one to convulsions, one to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, 5 to diarrhcea 
and enteritis, 4 to premature birth, 4 to congenital malformation and 3 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-six of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 vears of age, 27 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month 
old, and 49 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 30 were 70 years 
of age or over. 

Of the 145 deaths recorded, 57 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week. were equal to an annual rate of |+4 per 1,C00.

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TWELVE TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and for the eleven principal 
provincial urban areas of Saorstat Kireann, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population, 
which, according to the Census of 1926 (Preliminary Report) is 657,768, are given in Table I. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past 
four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Town Districts,19-8 and 18-2; Dublin Registration Area, 20-4 and 16:6; Dublin 
County Borough, 21-3 and 17-0; Cork, 22-6 and 17-6; Limerick, 26-3 and 23-3; and Waterford, 
11-7 and 15-2. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,+ recorded for the Twelve Town Districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate of |+2 per 1,C00. Included in the 34 deaths from all 
causes for Cork were one from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria and one from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
a child under 2 years ; and one of the 2 deaths for Sligo was from scarlet fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the total number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 265—!31 boys and 134 girls—and the deaths to 185—88 males and 97 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 21) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20-4 per 1,000 
of the population. During the fifty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death rate averaged 
15:3 and was 3°0 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1916-25. 
The rate for ail deaths registered during the fifty-two weeks was 17°0, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 19°9. 

Included in the 164 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from measles, one from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 2 
from influenza. In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles were one, one and 0; deaths from 
whooping-cough were 3, 5 and one ; deaths from diphtheria were 2,0 and 3; deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years were 2, 3 and 3; and deaths from influenza were 3, 2 and 
2. One death from encephalitis lethargica was registered. 

Tuberculous disease caused 12 deaths (10 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis and 2 from 
other forms of tuberculosis), as against 10, 13 and 6 from allforms of tuberculosis in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, and 20 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 18 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 13 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia and 4 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 17 deaths. 

One accidental death, caused by burns, was registered. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, one to meningitis, 
4 to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, 4 to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 5 to diarrhcea and 
enteritis, 8 to premature birth, and 5 to congenital debility. 

Forty-nine of the deaths registered during the week, appertaining to the Area, were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 35 being infants under one year. of whom 13 were under one month 
old, and 39 deaths were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 24 were 70 years 
of age or over. 

Of the 164 deaths recorded, 68 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended Ist January in 105 large English towns 
(including London, in which the rate was 16-7) was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°8 
per 1,000 of the estimated civil population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 16°2 per 1000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 16°5, and for Edinburgh 16°2.
